The conformation of the hull in this 
case is such as to displace water in a 
manner closely approximating to the 
wave-line theory, beginning at the cut- 
water, the displacement being accom- 
plished gradually until the center of 
the boat is reached, when the reverse 
action of displacement begins; the con- 
cave begins where the convex ends. 
The greater the speed the greater the 
lifting power, the boat rising on the 
water, and consequently moving with 
greater speed without any increase ol 
oower.

Gardner, engineer, and Fireman Mowry, 
both of the passenger train, were in- 
stantly killed. 
Two others, a freight 
brakeman and a Pullman passenger, 
whose names could not be learned, were 
qaite seriously hurt. 


The other passengers escaped with a 
severe shaking up. 
The freight train 
had jnmped the uraok and before the 
flag mnn could get back to notify the 
passenger train the collision occnrred. 
A severe storm was raging in the moun- 
tains and the crew on the freight train 
was almost frozen. 
The train was de- 
layed several hdura, 


A later dispatch says the express was 
coming west, behind time, running forty- 
five miles an hour. The collision was 
terrific. Tliree 
Pullmai) 
cars were 
wrecked and three passengers injnred. 
The names could not be learned. 
Gard- 
ner, the dead engineer, resided at Har- 
risbnrg, and Mowry, the fireman, lived 
at Altoona. The accident occurred at 
"Nigger's Gap," a rough part of the 
road, about forty miles east of Altoona. 


A brakeman on the freight train, 
lirnest V. Moyer, of Harrisburg, is the 
the third death reported from the wreck. 
The injnred will be bronght to Altoona. 
The wreck is simply collossal. 
All the 
trains east and west for ten honrs are 
here, and none can get through before 
evening. There are sixty three passen- 
gers on the western train and the tracks 
are lined with detained trains. 
Wreck 
trains from Wiffln, Huntington, Tyrone 
and Altoona are at the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


MANY KHIIIBD.

The western mail and express reached

Young men will 
be selected from the seyeral Indian 
schools, who haye already receiyed 
seyeral years of schooling, and these 
will be trained in the higher branches of 
education and fitted to take the place of 
teachers in their yarious tribes or na- 
tions. 


Some will be educated as artisans, 
farmers, carpenters, blacksmiths, etc. 


The school will be within the diocese 
of Fort Wayne and will be for Oatholic 
Indians brought from difterent parts of 
the far west where a number of elemen- 
tary schools already exist. 


The aboye named reyerend gentlemen, 
together with Bishop Dwenger's secre- 
tary, Ohancellor Lang, are now at Bens- 
selaer soryeying the lands and locating 
the building site. 


Father Willard will 
at once take 
charge, and begin the erection of suita- 
ble buildings. 
He expects to be ready 
to open the sohool daring the coming 
summer. 
He will enperintend the till- 
ing of the land, in which the Indians 
are to be taught in taking a hand. 


It is likely that a community of sisters 
of obatrity will haye charge of the domes- 
tie affairs of the school. 


This will be quite a large school, as 
there will be about 100 students to be- 
gin with, Indiana only. 


Father Willard has for some years 
giyen his personal attention to this 
special avocation and has had wonderful 
success in his Echcds and the conse- 
quent civilization of the red men. 


Bishop Dwecger feels somewhat elat- 
ed over the selection of his diocese in 
this matter by Father Stephan, who had 
offers from eighty different places to lo- 
cate this normal institute.

of the career of beautiful quadroon slave 
girls in the immense wooden strnotura, 
including several escapes and attempts 
to burn it, are told, but it has snrvived 
until the city engineer decided that its 
timbers were rottiog and tbe public safe- 
ty demanded its demolition.

Dr. Anns Eingsford made a sugges- 
tion in the papers the othnr Hay reí 
speotíng the use of ostrich feathers in 
the shape of wraps, which, if fashion 
conld be moved on any intell^ble 
principles, would be worth considera- 
tion. 
She pointed out that while seal- 
skins and other fnrs are obtained with 
great cruelty, and while small bird 
plttmage is only procured at the cosi 
of their lives,' ostrich feathers, the 
richest and most graceful of ornaments, 
are shorn painlessly from the bird 
twice a year—much as the fleece if 
taken from the sheep. In consequence 
of the great demand during the t-wexi^ 
years following 1859, when the Frendi 
Oourt revived the fashion, large sumi 
of money were invested in the estab- 
lishment of ostrich farms—some of wide 
extent—where flocks of birds are kept 
tame in semi-captivity, and where ever^ 
effort is made toward the cultivation of 
plumage. 
Consequently there arriv 
now feathers of the highest qnality, 
cleanly arranged, well preserved, with 
soft, velvety "fluft," far more delicatc 
than in years gone by. 
But, alas! fash 
ion, which induced this culture, hai 
proved fickle, and the run for trim- 
mings has been on ribbons and flowers. 
The consequence is that increased pro» 
dnction and absence of demand have 
<»nsed prices to fall to an extent qnit< 
unprecedented, so that feathers, whicli 
were worth £50 to £60 per pound 
wholesale about four years 1^0 are non 
almost unsalable at £7, while inferioi 
qualities have correspondingly depre- 
dated. 
Formerly in London álonc 
their preparation and manufacture 00 
cnpied between 5,000 and 6,000 girls a1 
good wages, of whom not more thai 
3,000 now find employment 
Until th< 
influence of the Empress Eugenie ano 
her followers ceased to govern the 
modes nearly every bonnet or hat wai 
trimmed with ostricli, very handsome^ 
If very costly. 
To-day 5s. or 68. wil! 
buy in a shop a feather of qualit} 
equal to that for which 35s. to 40s. wai 
then charged. 
Milliners are therefore 
beginning to adopt them, and for the 
flrst time during many years we se« 
them figuring in the fashion books, anc 
they will be largely used for the Boul« 
anger hat and the naval hat, which arc 
now rivalling one another in Paris 
The price has also allowed them to b< 
used as fans, some most charming ef 
fects being produced. Those who havi 
inspected the Queen's jubilee presentí 
have been particularly struck with th< 
graceful elegance of the two greaf 
screens—gigantic fans—sent from the 
Gape of Good Hope. 
Trimmings mad< 
of the "fluff" removed from the centei 
qtiill and worked on cord or wire ar< 
very effective, and can be procnrec 
Í 
uite as cheaply as good silk ribbon, 
iut Dr. Anna Kingsford speaks oj 
utilizing 
ostrich 
feathers 
foi 
raps, 
light, 
warm.

gienic. 
The 
magnificent 
car 
riage cloak among the Queen's gifts 
from the ladies of Heligoland is r e 
markable for its great warmth and fair} 
lightness. 
We have 
been renderec 
familiar with these qualities in eider 
down quilts, and they peculiarly be 
long to ostrich feathers, some hundred! 
of which go to the pound. 
Naturally 
the pluiaage is almost straight thougl 
we have been accustomed to see it a i ^ 
ficially curled, and therefore liable tt 
be damaged by every passing shower. 
But about twenty long uncurled feath 
ers mounted on a foundation and ap 
ranged lengthwise from the neck mak< 
a very handsome tippet, either puri 
white or gray or dyed to any shade 01 
color. The interstices can be filled 
with smaller feathers, and the cape it 
not only soft and graceful, but the tipi 
make a charming finish at the edge^ 
This is extremely warm, and beiuj 
porons avoids the objections to fui 
capes and jaskets. 
Cloaks of large] 
size may be made, but these are natnr 
ally very costly. 
Muñs and boas ar« 
made of the long "fluffs," which do not 
,ose their curl, and are similar in con 
struction to the feathers of the High- 
land regiments' bonnets. A boa about 
six feet long ought to cost less thai 
balf a sovereign, and it is much warmei 
and more elegant than a similar articlc 
made of fur. 
They are also almost in> 
destructible, and the feathers wnec 
dyed and prepared are practically im- 
pervious to the attacks of moth. The 
whole conditions of the trade havf 
altered since feathers were last ii 
vogue in consequence of the largely in 
creased supply. If they should agair 
become fashionable for trimmings anc 
dress ornaments they will be found non 
more costly than silk ribbon, while 1 
ibrtune ought to await the innovatoj 
who has the enterprise to adapt then 
to winter grarments and wraps.

KDWABD HANLOK. 


The Hanlons' "Voyage en Suisse" 
this week has been entirely remodeled 
and reoonstmcted, and so many novel- 
ties have been added that the pieoe may 
be said to be praotioally new.

Will the Canal Be Finishedl 


No exact estimate of the time and 
money required to finish the canal can 
be made, as much of the data needed 
is unknown. 
M. Charles de Lesseps 
said to me: "In two years the canal 
will be finished from Colon to kilo- 
meter forty-four, and from La Boca to 
Paraisa 
As to the Culebra, I leave 
you to form your own conclusions. It 
is a great and difficult work." 


It is evident that the rate of excava- 
tion in a work of such magnitude must 
be small until the plant is complete; it 
is equally true that more work can be 
done in a given time with a complete 
installation than with one of less size. 
Hence it is false reasoning to conclude 
that if 32,000,000 cubic meters are ex- 
cavated in five years it will require 
twelve years to extract the remaining 
73,000,00a 
That such reasoning is ab- 
surd is shown by the cube of last year, 
which was 11,727,000 cubic meters. At 
this rate it would require about seven 
years to complete the canal. It is not 
probable that this rate will be exceeded 
materially for a year or more. 


Keeping in mind the sum already ex- 
pended and the purposes to which it 
was applied, it is unreasonable to pre- 
sume that the final cost of the canal 
will be less than 2,000,000,000 francs, 
or about $375,000,000. 
These 
figures 
are now acknowledged by the com- 
pany ; but owing to the great sacrifice 
at which the loans are obtained the 
liabilities of the company will be nearly 
double this amount. 


Any views concerning the comple- 
tion of the canal by t ^ present com- 
pany must be conjectural; bat if the 
present loan be expended with economy 
the residts will enhance the prospects 
of success. 


At Colon there were many residents 
and foreigners not interested in the ca- 
nal. 
The most bitter opponents of the 
enterprise were Americans and English- 
men, or former employes of the com- 
pany who had been discharged or had a 
similar grievance. But from all sources 
there was a free admission that the 
company has both brains and energy, 
that the canal presents no insuperable 
obstacles, and that its completion is a 
question of time and money.—LieuU 
Charles C. Rogers, in Popular 8cU 
ence Monthly.

Tho Saltan Imani of Maseal^ M 
Oman, died, leaving three children.
